Senate Committee Told

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
Senate committee was told to­ 
day that former White House 
chief of staff H. R. Ha Idem an 
told CIA officials “it is the 
President’s wish” that the CIA 
approach the FBI to discourage 
an investigation related to the 
Watergate case. 
Richard Helms, former CIA 
director, confirmed to the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee that the statement was 
made in a memo by his deputy 
director, Lt. Gen. V'ernon Wal­ 
ters, following a meeting be­ 
tween Walters1 and acting FBI 
Director L. Patrick Gray. 
The memo was first disclosed 
at an open hearing by Sen. 
Stuart Symington, D-Mo., con­ 
cerning a meeting on June 23, 
1972 at the White House in­ 
volvings Walters, Helms, Hal- 
denvan and John D. Ehrlich- 
man.

Worry Public 


PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) — 
Americans have become more 
concerned with the high cost of 
living than with the war in 
Southeast Asia, according to 
the Gallup Poll. 
The poll also reported that 
the issue of corruption in gov­ 
ernment, specifically the Wa­ 
tergate affair, has become a 
matter of concern to 16 per 
cent of those polled, compared 
to one per cent in mid-Febru­ 
ary. 
The 1,531 adults interviewed 
May 4-6 wrere asked to name 
the nation’s two most important 
problems. 
Sixty-two per cent named the 
high cost of living, with crime 
the second choice at 17 per 
cent. Governmental corruption 
and drugs followed with 16 per 
cent each.

WEATHER MAY 
AFFECT FOOD PRICES 
Although weather specialists can pre­ 
dict with considerable sophistication as 
to the outlook for a month ahead, the 
impact of Mother Nature for a season 
forms a m atter of speculation. 
Unusual weather was experienced last 
autumn, continuing into the spring of 
1973. 
Most of the highly productive sections 
of the nation in respect to agricultural 
output have experienced more precipita­ 
tion than normal. 
While Indiana did not experience ma­ 
jor floods, the normal season for plant­ 
ing of crops is two weeks behind sched­ 
ule. 
Unfortunately, floods of the Mississip­ 
pi and Missouri Rivers and their tribu­ 
taries have inundated some 10 million 
acres of fertile farmland. 
In an effort to achieve greater produc­ 
tion of farm commodities as a means of 
gaining some reduction in price for con­ 
sumers, the national administration is 
making it advantageous for farmers to 
plant crops in some 15 million acres, 
which in the past have been idle. 
This would appear to be sound eco­ 
nomics. Although expenses will attend 
planting of additional acreage and price 
would have tended to dip somewhat, ag­ 
riculture would have gained a higher 
overall income. 
Generally, farmers have left less pro­ 
ductive acres idle, while centering pro­ 
duction on more fertile tracts. 
It is too early to speculate as to how 
much of the 10 million flooded acres can 
be planted in the summer of 1973. It 
seems evident now that countless acres 
will not be suitable for planting crops. 
The weather status in the immediate 
weeks ahead will be a governing factor 
in possible uses of farms in flooded 
states. 
The weather will also be a factor in 
crop yields in states with farmland not 
seriously damaged by flood waters. 
Output of farm commodities could be 
higher in 1973 than is now envisioned. 
However, it could be lower than even an­ 
ticipated now. 
It is also indicated that some 35,000 
cattle and about 19,000 hogs perished in 
freakish cold weather this spring. The 
cattle would have met the nation’s re­ 
quirements for beef for a day. 
It could very easily happen that the 
weather status could thwart the effort 
of the national administration for an ex­ 
panded output of farm commodities 
coupled with some reduction in the price 
for consumers. 
Additionally, farmers receive only a 
portion of the current retail prices, as 
marketing and processing costs are at a 
high level. 
Due to expanded demand and a larger 
population, the consuming public can­ 
not expect food to be quoted on the same 
basis as a decade ago. 
If food prices do not decline as much 
as hoped for by consumers in the sum­ 
mer of 1973, dont* criticize the farmers 
— blame the weather.

EVER UPWARD 
In 1972, in addition to raising benefits 
20 per cent, Congress passed legislation 
providing for automatic increases in so­ 
cial security payments to meet rises in 
the most of living of three per cent or 
more. Further increases in the tax, now 
standing at 5.85 per cent paid by em­ 
ployee and employer alike are provided 
for. If you earn $10,800 per year, the top 
taxable level of income at the present 
time, you and your employer combined 
pay $1,263.60 per year for your social se­ 
curity benefits — better than $100 a 
month. The taxable base will go up to 
$12,000 in 1974 and will continue to rise 
as necessary. 
With the outlook for something in the 
neighborhood of a $30 billion federal defi­ 
cit looming up in the immediate fiscal 
future, it looks like inflation is here to 
stay. Congress took a pretty realistic look 
at its own bad spending habits when it 
rovided for an inflationary sliding scale 
or social security benefits.

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The Mental Health program 
in Indiana suffered a needless 
set-back due to failure of the 
Indiana General Assembly to 
act. 
It doesn’t make sense, and 
there is no excuse. Hoosiers 
have demonstrated their con­ 
cern by making the volunteer 
Mental Health Association in 
Indiana one of the largest in 
the world. Advances in treat­ 
ment, combined with a con­ 
cerned 
citizenry, 
outlined 
a 
long-range program to open a 
network of 32 comprehensive 
C o m m u n i t y Mental Health 
Centers. The plan would outdate 
the 
present 
state 
mental 
hospitals with resident, long­ 
term 
patients. 
However, 
the 
state has failed to live up to 
its 
finaicial 
commitment, 
a 
black-mark against the last four 
General Assembly sessions. 
I talked to Joseph Brown who 
heads the Indiana Association 
about the problem. He said: 
“The 
way 
the 
system, 
was 
planned was excellent, with the 
idea of the state being the 
deficit 
funder, 
offering 
in- 
c e n t i v e , but 
leaving the 
initiative up to local people, 
while protecting local govern­ 
ment 
from 
any 
unexpected 
burden on property tax. It is 
a sound plan which fits the 
taxing power of the state, and 
has worked well In the direction 
of reducing the patient loads of 
state hospitals.” 
One of the first centers was 
placed 
in 
operation 
in

dianapolis some seven years 
ago, using existing facilities. In 
the interim, we have some 5 
in operation,

Liberal 
pension provisions, permitting 
retirement after twenty years 
service, combined with lowering 
age of employment to IS, -could 
send

Restrictions 
were 
desired to limit such pensions, 
and 
agreement 
couldn’t 
be 
reached. A two cent increase 
passed the House, but late in 
the session after deadline for 
Senate 
consideration of bills 
from the other chamber. 
It was said the rules would 
not be suspended to consider 
any legislation, although it was 
reported, there were some 30' 
suspensions in a single day. It 
was said, there had. not been 
time 
for 
public 
hearings, 
although they had been held in 
the House and previously in the 
Senate when the bill was passed 
in other sessions. The Senate 
had a House bill dealing with 
definition 
of 
“little 
cigars” 
w h i c h 
could 
have 
been 
“stripped.” They failed to act, 
and 
the 
measure 
died 
for 
another year. 
Budget cuts had been made 
in services 
at state 
mental 
institutions, to be restored with 
the -cigarette tax increase. As 
the Mental Health Association 
bulletin conclued: 
“When the 
motion to adjourn sine die was 
made, 
it 
closed 
the 
most 
d i s a s t e r o u s Legislature in 
recent years for the mentally 
ill.” 
Patient load in state mental 
institutions has fallen some 40 
per cent, and all too many feel 
the problem is solved. We will 
always 
need 
4 or 
5 
state 
hospitals dealing with highly 
specialized services, but we also 
need the remaining community 
mental health centers to further 
reduce the state hospital load. 
There is no excuse for failure 
of the General Assembly to act 
in meeting the state’s com­ 
mittment.

Some time ago I followed 
behind 
a 
van

daily pastoral visits. On the 
back of the van mounted on 
the -rear window was a blue 
and white sticker with one word 
emblazoned it in large letters, 
“ Hate ” 
I was puzzled because that 
one work didn’t really convey 
a message to me. What was 
the person behind the sticker 
trying to say? Was he for or 
against hate? Was he trying to 
convey the idea that hate is 
wrong? Or did he have a cause 
which he hated? 


The one word message was 
important to me because of the 
way we use the word “hate.” 
“ I hate him !” (or her) “ I hate 
this dress,” “ I hate Catholics,”

Jew s,”

Protestants.” We seem to live 
in a world with hate. 
The 
opposite 
of 
hate, 
of 
course, 
is love. 
There is 
a 
modern song which has as its 
lead line "What the world needs 
now is love—” When the world 
turns overwhelmingly to hate 
then there is a reaction of love. 
In the 1940’s when the Nazis 
overran the low countries o< 
Europe and the roundup of Jews 
began a Christian lady Corrie 
Ten Boom hid many of the 
Hebrews to keep them from a 
Nazi 
fate. 
Hate, 
often does 
produce love. 
It is very difficult to change 
people’s minds when they have 
decided they hate blacks, In­ 
dians, Jews, Roman Catholics, 
Irshmen, 
C o m m u n i s t s , 
capitalists or Christians. There 
is a saying which goes along 
with the sins of people, "You 
can’t change human nature.” 
Maybe we can’t but Christ can. 
When an individual turns his life 
by faith over to Christ he can 
learn to love instead of hate. 
The Scriptures speak of the 
source of God’s love. "God is 
love.” His nature, unlike some 
gods, is not hate but love. If 
he 
can 
love, 
so 
can 
we. 
"How?” you ask. We can have 
the power to love, not hate 
through the love shown us by 
God who loves us. 
There are those who find it 
very hard to love a brothers or 
sister. You can’t do it all by 
yourself. Jesus summed up the 
m atter of the law of love when 
he commanded, 
"Thou 
shalt 
love the Lord thy God with all 
they heart, and with all thy soul 
and with all thy mind; and thy 
neighbor as thyself.” 
The order of love in this 
passage from Saint Matthew’s 
Gospel 
has 
always 
intrigued 
me. 
Perhaps 
1 
am 
reading 


something into it which is not 
there, but in order for us to 
love our neighbor (and that’s 
anyone ) 
properly, 
then 
we 
must first love God. There are 
those who say that there is no 
possibility 
of 
us 
loving 
or 
knowing God unless we have 
treated our brothers properly. 
I contend the reverse is true. 
We cannot really know how to 
love our brother unless we first 
love God. The one flows from 
the other like a river. 
God loved us enough to yend 
Jesus Christ into our world that 
we might have eternity at our 
elbow. When we acknowledge, 
by faith, that Christ is our 
lover, then we are given the 
gift of love for our neighbor. 
If you want to stop hating 
and begin loving then you must 
begin with God and with Jesus 
Christ who teach us to abandon 
hate and adopt love as our 
child.

External Degrees 
Earned Out 
Of College 


ALBANY, N.Y. (AP) — After 
attending three colleges off and 
on for nine years George E. Cu­ 
sack Jr. of Troy, N.Y., still had 
no degree. So he asked two of 
the -colleges to forward his aca­ 
demic records to the University 
of the State of New York, 
which granted him a two-year 
associate in arts degree. 
“It meant a lot to me just to 
have the degree,” said the 30- 
year-old account clerk for the 
New York State Department. 
“I think it means a lot on your 
resume jobwist. A lot of people 
are degree conscious.” 
Cusack and 195 other persons 
have received degrees from a 
university 
which 
has 
no 
■campus buildings or professors. 
They are called “external de­ 
grees” because they recognize 
achievement outside the formal 
classroom 
although 
most of 
those who earned them have 
gone to at least one college. 
State Education Commission­ 
er Ewald B. Nyquist proposed 
the concept in 1970. And the di­ 
rector of the program, Dr. Don­ 
ald J. Nolan, spoke of the ex­ 
ternal 
degree 
as 
“an 
idea 
whose time has come.” 
The degrees are given by the 
University of the State of New 
York, which bears a confusing 
«semblanee in name to the 
State University of New York 
ÍSUNY). In fact SUNY, like all 
other universities and colleges 
in the state, operates under the 
former’s supervision. 
Of those who have earned the 
degree, 101 attended • two-or 
four year college but did not 
graudate. To earn the degree 
they simply sent in their tran- 
scripti showing they had 'the 
necessary 60 credits in arts and 
sciences. 
Another 74 persons won the 
degree through proficiency ex­ 
aminations, some college work 
or schooling while serving in 
the armed forees. And the re­ 
maining 21 did not attend col­ 
lege at all, taking only military 
courses and tests. 
For the graduates, who live 
in 30 different states and over 
seas and who range in age 
from 20 to 63, the program rec­ 
ognized “it isn’t where you’ve 
learned 
something 
but 
that 
you’ve learned that counts” No­ 
lan said.

Russian Lacks Address Forms

MOSCOW (AP) — If an or­ 
dinary Russian stopped Leonid 
Brezhnev on the street to ask 
directions to the Kremlin he 
would address the Communist 
Party leader as “ Leonid llych” 
or “ Comrade Brezhnev.” 
But hailing an unknown per­ 
son 
presents 
problems 
since 
there is no universal form of 
addsess in Russian that serves 
the function of Mr., Miss or 
Mrs. in English. 
Russians usually take the di­ 
rect approach by bawling the 
Russian equivalent of “ hey,** 
“ stop” or “listen.” Saleswomen 
in shops, be they 18 or 60, are 
routinely addressed by a curt, 
“ girl.” 
A woman wrote to the news­ 
paper Moskovsky Komsomolets 
saying such forms were not po­ 
lite and “comrade” or “ citi­ 
zen” 
sound too official. 
She 
asked why Russian didn’t have 
an 
all-purpose 
address 
like 
“ pan” and “ pani” in Polish. 
V. Samsonov, of the m aga­ 
zine Russian Speech, answered 
the woman and conceded that 
although the Russian language 
is “ inexhaustibly rich,” there is 
no one way to address an un­ 
known person and never has 
been. 
Russia does have the words 
“ fospodin” 
and 
“ vospozha,” 


comparable to Mr. and Mrs., 
but they have a bourgeois ring 
and are not used among Rus­ 
sians — only when speaking to 
foreigners. 
Samsonov said “Nobody ever 
called a peasant gospodin and 
use of gospodin and gaspozfra 
indicated 
that 
those 
so 
ad­ 
dressed were people of privi­ 
leged class.” 
He outlined forms of address 
that delineated rank and social 
status in Tsarist Russia, not­ 
ing: “The revolution destroyed 
inequality 
and 
naturally 
de­ 
stroyed its reflection in the lan­ 
guage.” 
The word “ comrade” carries 
with it the symbolic overtones 
of the struggle of equal com­ 
rades-in-arms, he said, and has 
“ a proud, triumphal sound to­ 
day. That is why some people 
consider it not very polite to 
use it on the streetcar.” 
As for the use of “citizen,” 
Samsonov said it is widely used 
in official speech — such as in 
court 
proceedings 
— 
“ and 
th at’s why it has not beiome 
lommon as a universal address 
in daily life.” 
He dismissed such colloquial 
u s o g e s 
as 
“compatriot,” 
“ friend” and “daughter” and 
said “ comrade” or “ citizen” is 
the most appropriate form of 
address.

Green Thumb Tips 


Moonflower is a quick-grow- 
| ing climber, producing massive 
! 6 inch flowers which open at 
night with such speed that you 
can actually observe the petals 
move. In mild areas it can be 
grown as a perennial, but is 
best treated as an annual grown 
fresh from seed each year. 
If you want to grow those 
gigantic sunflowers — the kind 
people win contests with, the 
variety to look for in the seed 
displays and catalogs is Sun­ 
flower, Mammoth. The black- 
and-white striped seeds should 
be planted directly into the gar­ 
den after danger of frost in a 
sunny location and fertile soil. 
The huge yellow flowers appear 
on 6 ft. stalks, and the centers 
swell out as the seeds develop. 
Birds are especially fond of 
sunflower seeds, and so are 
children, since the meaty ker­ 
nels have a nutty flavor. 
St ra w flower s are a recen t 
addition to the flower garden. 
Discovered growing wild in the 
meadows of Western Australia, 
they are easy-to-grow. In addi­ 
tion to creating a magnificent 
garden display during summer, 
they can be dried to last all 
winter in dried flower arrange­ 
ments. Colors include crimson, 
yellow, orange, pink and white. 
Parsley is one of the most 
useful herbs you can grow, and 
some gardeners even use it as 
edging to a flower border. The 
seed can be direct-sown into the 
garden, and although seed is 
generally slow to germinate, it 
is quite reliable. As the plants 
fill out you cart snip sprigs to 
add flavor to so many dishes. 
Parsley is a biennial, and it will 
stay green in the garden even 
during winter, but the second 
season it will go to seed. An­ 
other good idea with parsley is 
to pot up some plants in the 
fall to keep indoors on a kitchen 
window. 
Many household items make 
excellent planters to start seeds 
in. Pie and produce trays from 
the supermarket art good, and 
empty egg cartons are even bet­ 
ter. For growing larger plants 
that need plenty of root room 
such as tomatoes and peppers, 
try using empty milk cartons 
filled with planting soil.
